He h ad 
nev er h eard of su ch a deal be­ 
fore h e said, and h e cou ld not 
say wh y th e board of directors 
h ad sanctioned th e deal.

Two persons su ccu m bed to ra b ­ 
ies du ring th e y ear, and my cosis, 
a rare fu ngu s skin disease, pro­ 
v ided th e cau se

death . 
Dr. K ing attrib u ted th e low 
m ortality rate am ong infants to 
th e edu cational work being done 
by v ariou s organizations ov er th e 
state in teach ing proper

and feeding of infants, and su ­ 
perv ising milk su pply .

W abash , Ind., Jan. 31—(U.R)— 
Static, th a t infernal noise

ing set w ith ou t effort, b u t w h ich 
all effort th u s far, h as been u n­ 
able to elim inate, will rem ain in 
sets for m any y ears, according to 
G arl Baber, one of th e “doctors” 
on th e static com m ittee of th e 
Radio Listeners clu b. 
“It will take a nu m ber of y ears 
to elim inate all th e u nwelcom e 
noises in 
radio reception” * h e 
said. “Before we ceSi 
do 
away 
w ith 
th is interference, 
ev ery 
electrical apparatu s, ligh t 
wire, 
and electric m otor will h av e to be 
inspected.” 
Th e electric iron and .cu rling 
iron, electric v ibrating m ach ines, 
bad connections in wiring, wires 
ru bbing against trees and su ch 
were am ong th e h u ndreds of 
th ings nam ed 
by 
B aber th a t 
produ ce static. 
“D octors’ x -ray and v iolet-ray 


■3fr 
m ach ines and electric m otors of 
all kinds, elev ators, air com pres­ 
sors and m any oth er necessary 
th ings are th e v illians th a t cau se 
th a t dreaded crack on th e radio 
ju st w h en th e best pa rt 
of th e 
program is com ing in,” 
B aber 
declared. 
B aber said th a t m any of th ese 
static 
m anu factu ring 
plants 
cou ld be done aw ay w ith . 
For 
instance, new bru sh es or a rm a ­ 
tu res cou ld be pu t on 
electric 
m ach ines, doctors 
cou ld h av e 
th eir m otors grou nded a t a sm all 
cost, and th e electric w iring 
of 
each h om e cou ld be ch ecked for 
loose connections. 
“Teleph one wires do not cau se 
static,, bu t electric wires 
do. 
Loose connections betw een tra c ­ 
tion rails cau se static. Of cou rse 
ev ery one knows ligh tning is n a t­ 
u ral broadcasting. L igh tning is 
th e w orst kind of interference 
and probably nev er will be elim ­ 
inated,” th e “doctor” conclu d­ 
ed.

th e resolu tion w h ich th ey adop­ 
ted, rescinding th e ir action th ree 
m onth s ago in electing 
Slack, 
was a legal m aneu v er, and indi­ 
cated th e nex t mov e was u p to 
th e contenders for th e office. 
Ira M. Holmes, attorney , a c t­

h av e been fou nd by th ose 
con­ 
cerned w ith law enforcem ent in 
tracing down pou ltry th iev es, is 
th rou gh th e record of sales and 
pu rch ases kept by th ose wh o bu y 
ch ickens and oth er fowl on th e 
open m arket. 
Sh eriff Coons cited th e pass­ 
age in th e Indiana rev ised s ta t­ 
u tes w h ich h e say s is being ig­ 
nored by m any licensed pou ltry 
dealers. Th e statu te reads: 
“Ev ery pou ltry dealer 
sh all 
keep a pu blic record, 
sh owing 
nu m ber of fowls pu rch ased, v a r­ 
iety of each , w eigh t of pu rch ase, 
person’s nam e, address and date 
of each pu rch ase.”

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ABOUT POISONOUS GAS 
Ev en though the war has been ov er for sev ­ 
eral y ears, statistics show that 68 2 p ersons died 
by p oison gas in the United States last y ear. 
While the general health of the country ap ­ 
p ears to be imp rov ing, the number of deaths 
caused by accidents is increasing, p articularly 
the mortality traced to accidental absorp tion of 
p oisonous gases, due largely to motorists start­ 
ing their engines in garages with doors closed. 
A rep ort and surv ey made by the Hoosier 
State Automobile association, cov ers a p eriod of 
a y ear, and rev eals 68 2 p oisonous gas deaths. 
Motorists are being warned continually to be 
careful when working with their cars in garages, 
to be sure to hav e p lenty of v entilation, as the 
effects of carbon 
monox ide gas strikes 
death 
without warning. 
An interesting summary as to the effects of 
this gas, is contained in a summary for the y ear, 
and is as follows: 
“One of the greatest dangers to health and 
life is carbon monox ide gas, which kills before 
y ou notice it. 
A small q uantity breathed into 
the lungs may cause immediate death. 
“Ev ery one should understand what this gas is, 
and how it works, in order that definite p recau­ 
tion may be taken against it. 
“All gasoline engines, when running, gener­ 
ate carbon monox ide gas; 
burning gas stov es 
and heaters do also, if combustion is incom­ 
p lete. 
“Actual tests hav e p rov ed that the ex haust 
fumes from a running motor will render deadly 
the air of a small closed garage within 
three 
minutes. 
“A p erson may be literally immersed in the 
gas and nev er susp ect it until he begins to grow 
dizzy or becomes p araly zed. 
The nex t stage is 
unconsciousness; the nex t, death. 
“When death does not come, the effects may 
be dep ression, lowered v itality , and lessened re­ 
sistance to disease. 
The feeling of tightness 
across the forehead, headache, or the tired feel­ 
ing after an automobile 
ri<\e t*^iy not be due to 
ey estrain, but to a leaky engine ex haust release 
ing carbon monox ide.” 


time figuring on new methods of tax ation to 
raise more rev enue, it would be well for states 
burdened with an ex cessiv e tax load to study the 
p lan which the city of Baltimore p ut into effect.

We hav e alway s 
believ ed, and 
hav e been 
taught that the heart is an automatic p ump that 
sends the blood to all p arts of the body . 
The 
heart has alway s been looked up on as the p ower 
p lant for the body , but now a famous German 
heart sp ecialist comes out with the word that 
will make the tex t books be rev ised. 
This 
scientist, Dr. Mendelsohn, 
say s the 
heart is simp ly a gov ernor to control the orderly 
flow of the blood, this current itself being due to 
the constant intake and outgo of liq uid caused 
by chemical action in the body cells. 


Dr. Mendelsohn say s the heart, a 
small 
muscle the size of a m an’s fist, “could not p ossi­ 
bly be cap able of driv ing the tenacious mass of 
the blood through the entire body .” He cites in­ 
v alids with hearts so flabby as to release scarce­ 
ly any energy , y et they liv ed for y ears with suf­ 
ficient blood circulation. 


While ev ery thing runs smoothly , the' av erage 
p erson won’t care much whether the heart is a 
p ump ing station or a gov ernor that regulates the 
blood flow, but if something goes wrong with it, 
the av erage p erson will readily admit, that it is a 
most imp ortant p iece of “machinery .” 


THE PRODUCERS AND SPENDERS 
Three western states, Oregon, Washington 
and Idaho, are to be subjected to an attem p t to 
burden them with a state income tax , as a “re­ 
duction measure” and similar to the one which 
was v oted down in Indiana two y ears ago. 
The theory is that real estate is carry ing 
too great a tax load and that a state income tax 
will reduce it. 
In Indiana this tax p rop osition was giv en a 
considerable jolt. It takes an op timistic p erson 
to believ e that a new form of tax ation creating

p eop le, will reduce the tax load. 
Oregon, Washington and 
Idaho are small 
states so far as wealth is concerned. They need 
v ast amounts of cap ital to dev elop their great 
natural resources and make home markets for 
farm crop s —* which markets can be secured only 
by increased p op ulation resulting from emp loy ­ 
ment furnished to workmen by new or growing 
industries. 
A state income tax may be endured in 
a 
state of great wealth with industries well estab­ 
lished which 
cannot easily mov e 
away . 
But 
there is no way to force new cap ital into a 
sp arsely settled state when it knows it will be 
subject to an additional tax which it would not 
hav e to p ay in most other localities.

rpHEN the co mmissio n g o es o n to 
talk abo ut wo men g o v ernment 
wo rkers, as fo llo ws:

By SIDNEY J. WILLIAMS 
( l T. P. Staff Co rrespo ndent) 
London, Jan. 31— (U.R)— A spec­ 
tacular air v oyage :o the United 
States, dedication of the great­ 
est and best equipped aerodrome 
in the world and an attem pt to 
lower the endurance 
record for 
England to India flights are 
among the prodigious plans of 
the British 
gov ernment 
and 
av iation enthusiasts of the Bri­ 
tish Isles for 1928. 
A glance at the British plans 
to adv ance the science of av ia­ 
tion this year shows the follow­ 
ing projects ready for comple­ 
tion : 
1. Dedication of the enlarged 
and reconstructed Croydon aero­ 
drome, scene of Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh’s tumultuous welcome 
to England, as 
the 
world’s 
greatest air port. 
2. Flight of the R-100, Eng­ 
land's 
super-airship, 
to 
New 
York and a return v oyage on 
which passengers will be booked. 
3. Attempts to lower the en­ 
durance record from England to 
India, and possibly a high speed 
relay flight to that country, si­ 
milar to the Dole Flight from 
the west coast 
of the 
United 
States to Hawaii. 
4. Attempts to fly the Atlantic 
from 
Europe 
to 
the 
United 
States. 
C. G. Gray’ the editor of “Aero 
plane”, Britain’s leading journal 
dealing with av iation, in an ex­ 
clusiv e interv iew with the Uni­ 
ted Press, declared that British 
air plans would most probably 
be accomplished although many 
failures would be recorded. 
The flight of Britain’s super- 
airshiD , the R-100, next 
sum­ 
mer from London to New York 
and back would be the most 
spectacular air v ov age yet un­ 
dertaken, he predicted. The re­ 
turn flight from New York with 
passengers — many 
Amercans 
hav e already booked reserv a­ 
tions—would be the forerunner 
of a regular trans-Atlantic air­ 
ship passenger-carrying serv ice, 
he said. 
Commander C. D. 
Burney, 
director of the Airship G uaran­ 
tee Serv ice, the designers 
and 
builders of the R-100, in 
a 
statem ent to the press, declared 
the cost per passenger for such 
a journey would be $500 compar­ 
ed with $625 charged for de-luxe 
accommodation on some 
ocean

Gray thought the accomplish­ 
ment of such a flight would ini­

“In those days relays of men 
and horses kept the mail mov ing 
from one side of America to the 
other,” he said, “and Britain 
has enough

It -would 
be in the air instead of on the 
ground, but the pioneer 
spirit 
still prev ails.” 
Declaring 
undoubtedly there

methods of keeping record of all 
poultry transactions. One of the 
most effective methods 
that 


have been found by those con- 
cerned with law enforcement hi 
tracing down poultry thieves, is 
through the record of sales and 
purchases kept by those who buy 
chickens and other fowl on the 
open market. 


Sheriff Coons cited the pass- 


age hi the Indiana revised stat- 
utes which he says is being ig- 
nored by many licensed poultry 
dealers. The statute reads: 


'•Every poultry dealer 
shall 


keep a public record, showing 
number of fowls purchased, var- 
iety of each, weight of purchase, 
person's name, address and date 
of each purchase." 


Chicken stealing has always 


been the bane of the farmer's 
existence. The depredations of 
the sneak thief who visits the 
hen roost during the 
night, 


costs the farmer thousands of 
dollars each year. The thief sel- 
dom steals for his own use but 
with a view of selling his haul 
and receiving the cash. 


The most effective 
way of 


tracing stolen chickens and of 
identifying the thief has been 
found hi keeping a record of 
purchases by the poultry dealer. 
Sheriff Coons says that this part 
of the state statute is not being 
followed religiously 
hi 
Rush 


county. He urges all dealers to 
be more careful of. their records 
hi the future.

3. Attempts to lower the en- 


durance record from England to 
India, and possibly a high speed 
relay flight to that country, si- 
milar to the Dole Flight from 
the west coast of the United 
States to Hawaii. 


4. Attempts to fly the Atlantic 


from 
Europe to the United 


States. 


C. G. Gray' the editor of "Aero 


plane", Britain's leading journal 
dealing with aviation, in an ex- 
clusive interview with the Uni- 
ted Press, declared that British 
air plans would most probably j 
be accomplished although many 
failures would be recorded.

would be many attempts to fly 
the Atlantic from East to West, 
Gray thought there was now no 
object in trans-Atlantic flying 
unless it was done on a new type 
of machine, under new condi- 
tions, as a means of advancing 
scientific progress.
